have had almost unlimited sup­ 
plies of it for some time. A few 
hospitals where the scientific a t­ 
tainm ents of the staff men were 
known to be high and satisfactory 
have been given some samples 
of it. 
At present if a doctor has a pa­ 
tient on whom sulfa drugs have 
been 
tried and failed he can 
usually obtain enough penicillin 
for trial in that instance. Now 
that the supply is sufficient this 
distribution may be made more 
liberal. 
The public doesn’t always stop 
to think of the obstacles in the 
way of a new drug like this being 
available. One step, and the step 
which has ju st been completed in 
the case of penicillin, is to select 
and license m anufacturer* who 
are competent to turn out a pure 
product. Two years ago United 
States pharm aceutical houses be­ 
gan to be granted license* for 
this purpose. 


Manufacture of Penicillin 


At present there are 13 firms 
producing penicillin under con­ 
tract and very shortly it is ex­ 
pected this number will be 22. 
Even with the great facilities of 
modem pharm aceutical m anufac­ 
turing firms this is no more than 
enough because the usefulness and 
application of penicillin is very- 
wide indeed. There is hardly any 
fever or form of infection in 
which it is not a possibility. 
I have seen and studied a few 
clinical cases in which it was 
tried and have talked to a good 
many doctors about i t W hat im­ 
presses one is th a t even the most 
conservative of these say th at the 
w ildest dream s we held of its use­ 
fulness are realized. Not one but 
several have repeated in so many 
words th a t it is better than the 
sulfa drugs. 
It has been told so often th at 
it is hardly necessary to repeat 
the story of its discovery. Peni­ 
cillin is a mold, or fungus, such 
as grows on damp bread. There 
is hardly one of my reader* who 


has not seen penicillin. 
It was 
for years the pest of bacteriolog- 
ists because it contaminated their 
culture media. Finally, in 1929, 
Professor 
Alexander 
Flemming 
made one of tho** flashes of ob­ 
servation such as have so often 
started science on a new adven­ 
ture. 
Discovery of Penicillin 
It is a moderate calculation that 
20,000 laboratory workers and 
bacteriologists had seen culture 
media 
on 
which 
staphlycoccic 
germs were growing and were 
contaminated by penicillin mold. 
But they ju st looked, they didn’t 
o b s e r v e a n y t h i n g . P r o f e s ­ 
sor Flemming suddenly noticed 
that where the mold began to 
grow the pus germs d.ed out. And 
from th a t all the research fol­ 
lowed. 
It would he easier to list the 
germs in which penicillin is in­ 
effective in killing them off than 
the ones in which it does work. 
Most of the germ s which penicil­ 
lin fails to affect are those of 
tropical diseases, or so rare as to 
be negligible in routine practice. 
We had realised a great dream 
with the sulfa drugs and supposed 
that no improvement could be 
made on them, but as was inti­ 
mated above, penicillin works on 
cases where the sulfa drugs have 
failed. 
At 
this season 
it is 
worth 
noting that it is even effective in 
tetanus, or lockjaw, the real cause 
of the m ortality of Fourth of July 
wound contam ination. One hardly 
supposes there will be much cele­ 
bration of the Fourth this year. 
There 
are 
enough 
Americans 
shooting off firework* in other 
parts of the world, to th a t our 
own plot of earth m ight be spared. 
But th a t sort of dream is prob­ 
ably too much to expect. 
Should some enthusiasts decide 
to have an old fashioned celebra­ 
tion it would be well for the local 
doctor to see th at some penicillin 
is available with which to trea t 
them when the inevitable injury 
occurs. He should have some te­ 
tanus antidotes too, but th a t is 
only for prevention. Up to the 
present we have had no methods 
of treating tetanus in case the 
preventive did not work. Now we 
have penicillin.

squeeze an opponent into making 
a costly discard. What they really 
do is make him choose between 
different discards, one of which 
would be just as costly as another. 
To make clear the structure of 
two basic squeezes, let s give ex­ 
amples

a “forward squeeze” and that on 
the right the “ backward squeeze";

In the case at the left, West is 
the opponent who is squeezed, 
East s cards being inconsequen­ 
tial. In the case at the right, this 
is reversed. In each diagram, the 
“x" means some card of no con­ 
sequence. 
Suppose, in either case, that 
South leads the last diamond, the 
8 In the first case. West must dis­ 
card something If he tosses off 
the spade A, the dummy's K be­ 
comes good, so the heart J is dis­ 
carded from the dummy. If West 
instead discards the heart Q. the 
spade is thrown from dummy and 
the two hearts are good, 
In the 
right-hand case, when 
the diamond 8 is led, the inconse­ 
quential

played from the dummy, and now 
East must discard. If he throws 
off the club A, South scores next 
the club K and then leads to the 
heart A. If East discards a heart.

The 
first one will work only against 
the opponent who plays first. If 
you held the cards shown and the 
strong opposing hand w as in the

by your own discard. The right­ 
hand one, however, the “ backward 
squeeze" will work, no matter 
where the strong player sits, a* 
after you discard the inconsequen­ 
tial card from dummy, you will 
have all of your important card* 
left. That play should be made 
oftener than the other, because it 
squeezes either opponent, but is 
not, because it is less understood.
